The germ may appear as a strep­ 
tococcus, or chain of cells such as 
causes pneumonia; a rod-like, sau- 
sage-shape object like the diph­ 
theria bacillus, or it may be a filter­ 
able virus like th a t which causes in­ 
fantile paralysis, in which case it 
is invisible. 
Form Depends On Environment 
The form th at it takes depends 
on conditions under which it is 
grown, 
the 
kind of 
nourishm ent 
available, and other unknown influ­ 
ences—Dr. Alice C. Evans, research 
worker of the public health serv­ 
ice’s national institute of health, 
found. 
The discovery suggests, said a 
statem ent from the service, that the 
development of disease is influenced 
not only by germs, but by the kind 
of environm ent in which the germs 
develop. 
It raises the question in 
the belief of some scientists, w hether 
the same germ may cause two dif­ 
ferent diseases, or 
two different 
forms of the same disease, depend­ 
ing on the part of the body in 
which it develops. 
Confirms O ther Finding 
Doctor Evans* experim ents con­ 
firm work of other scientists who al­ 
ready had discovered th a t germs ap­ 
parently have the power to change 
from one form to another.
